The Russian reports do not give the 


impression that the German armored 
divisions have been “annihilated” in 
the retreat. The claim after two 
weeks of fighting is that something 
under 400 German tanks have been 


captured or destroyed on the Moscow 
front. That figures out to an aver 
age of only 30 to an armored divi 
sion, Which would contain 400 or more 
at full strength.
